W ashington, Feb. 22-—Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace today te- 
fused confirmation or denial of re­ 
ports that he is about to resign 
from the cabinet, as the result of 
differences w ith President Cool­

farm relief program. 
Wallace's 
only comment on the report was 
this statem ent: 
"I have not resigned.” 
The reports grew out of a split 
which 
developed 
during 
recent 
conferences 
here 
of 
northwest 
bankers and farm er representa­ 
tives on relief measures for farm­ 
ers and for banks affected by the 
depression in the wheat growing 
states. 
President Coolidge endorsed the 
Norbeck-Burtness bill providing for 
a fund of $50,000,000 to lend to 
farmers to enable them to diversify 
crops. 
Wallace and some of the 
northwestern farmers thought he 
should also have approved 
the 
Norris-Sinclair bill creating an ex­ 
port corporation to dispose of sur­ 
plus farm products abroad. 
Failure to do so caused a “rump” 
convention of the supporters of the 
Norris-Sinclair bill in which Wal­ 
lace joined. 
Sentiment in the middle west 
and northwest is understood to be 
overwhelmingly for the Norris-Sin- 
clair measure.
